- Now I know that I 
am notorious for actually agreeing to do this kind of 
shit, but that doesn't mean it doesn't suck. Bands 
have a responsibility to promote, but if you book a 
show, it should really be well in advance and you 
really do have to hit up shows, lots of shows, with 
real paper flyers, not just a myspace posting. Fuck 
you. 

3) DIY "Labels" run by jackasses - This one’s for 
Andy. I've been fortunate enough to never have to 
deal with this, but a good buddy of mine recently 
had some dude agree to put out a split 7" for his 
new band...they recorded, dude pressed 1000 copies 
of the 7"...and then fell off the face of the earth. 

The band never got their copies. Labels I know 
in the Bay have agreed to trade for copies of the 
split that have never been delivered, and to my 
knowledge, my buddy actually sent dude a paypal 
payment for copies of his own fucking record, which 
again were never received. Now I've seen small 
labels get off the ground, and I know there is a 
period of trial and error, but use your head. Fuck 
you. 

4) People who show up at a $7 punk show with 4 
touring bands; a 30 pack of Tecate in tow, and try 
to get in for three dollars - Nothing left to say but - 
you guessed it - fuck you. 

5) Musicians - Simply put, the worst people on 
earth. Selfish bastards who contribute nothing to 
society. Fuck you. 

CHRIS DODGE 

1. Punks who think saying "Maybe" means "Yes, 
definitely". 

I learned this the hard way running my label, & 
with some of my older bands, particularly Spazz. 

I used to say "Maybe" when someone would ask 
if I would be interested in putting out a record 
by their band, or if my band wanted to do a split 
release with theirs. For me, "Maybe" meant exactly 
that... I like your band, and depending on other 
current obligations, MAYBE we could do something 


sometime. The problem is, when I say "Maybe", 
most over-zealous bands interpret that as "Yes, 
your band is go goddamn incredible I'm going 
to drop everything, and do anything in my power 
to focus on nobody but you, because you're so 
freakin' awesome, and this is happening for sure, 
I swear to God and I'm signing in blood." They 
build up some weird alternate reality in which 
I've committed to working with them, and to say 
otherwise would be the equivalent of heresy, 
treason, and at the very least I'm a traitor to "the 
scene." So, from here on out, anyone who has a 
music related question for me. I'm categorically 
answering "NO!" 

2. Punks who complain about the price of 
everything. 

Kids in the underground today, in general, are 
better than the kids of previous decades, but 
there's always That Guy who has to complain that 
T-shirts are $8 instead of $6. Or that the door 
price for an all-day 10 band show was $10 instead 
of $5. I'm guessing 95% of the time That Guy 
is the same guy who just dropped $40 on some 
new XBox game, or $60 on some limited fantasy 
action figure. And 98% of the time That Guy 
lives with his parents and has no idea that out in 
the real world, real bands are paying real money 
out of their own pockets to lug their equipment 
halfway across the state to play for 15 minutes in 
the worst part of town. They've paid for their own 
merchandise to be produced, paid for their own 
records & CDs to be released, paid for their gear 
and practice space, they're drinking the cheapest 
beer, eating gas station food, sleeping on the 
filthiest floor you can imagine, and most of the 
time, they're not even breaking even. You have my 
permission to bludgeon the living crap out of That 
Guy who has a hard time giving money to hard- 
working bands. 

3. Punks who equate well-known underground 
bands with "being popular". 

I hate it when kids think that because a band is on 
the cover of MaximumRockNRoll or because they 
go to shows and see 5 people wearing the same 
band's shirt, that it means that band is "popular". 
Any band that sells 5,000 records, or plays in front 
of 500 people, or sells 50 T-shirts in one night is 
not "popular". Sorry to tell you. Come back to 
the real world. Are they a household name? Can 
you walk into every record store and find their CD? 
Are their shirts on sale at Hot Topic? Even better, 
do other punks outside of your isolated micro-sub- 
scene of punk think they're big? Shut up. 

4. Punks who don't respect personal space, nor 
brevity of conversation. 

I enjoy meeting people, and I appreciate when they 
have nice things to say, but that doesn't mean I'm 
your new best friend. And just because I'm in a 
town where I may not know a lot of people, doesn't 
mean I want you jawing my ear off for the next 4 


hours. You and your goddamn halitosis need to 
give it a rest, buddy. Keep it to 10 minutes tops, 
and arms length at the very least. 

5. Punks who think I owe them something. 

Reread all of the above. I'm just doing my thing. 
If you like it, that's cool. I appreciate that. Either 
way, I don't owe you anything. I don't have to be 
your bro, and most of the time I'm not. 


DAN LACTOSE 

Dogs at shows: I have a dog. She digs music. But 
I know she doesn't dig being crammed in some 
ridiculously loud and smokey room with people 
tripping over her all night. Leave the dogs at 
home. 

False poverty: This whole sitting out in front of 
the show, spare changing, and hobo crust scene 
annoys the shit out of me. You know what I'm 
talking about. Especially when you are on the road 
and the locals from these particular factions start 
asking for free stuff or a discount. "I'll wear the 
shirt everyday, maaaaan." Get a job, hippy. 
Opportunist punks: I'm talking about people 
whose only objective with being involved in the 
DIY "scene" is to make money dishonestly, screw 
people over, stroke their own egos or any other 
devious activities. Greedy bastards. DIY doesn't 
make you fill out an honesty test when you show 
up; therefore there are a quite a few shady 
characters out there in punx clothing. 

Internet dramas: Everyone wants to live their lives 
in front of everyone else. With social networking 
sites, message boards, blogs, etc. it's a lot easier 
for people to make threats and accusations as 
well as spread rumors and then have little to no 
accountability for their actions. Too much info, I 
don't need to know that much shit about you and 
your insecurities. Now please, point me to the 
record trading thread... 

Shirt Bootleggers: I can understand not being able 
to get in touch with some obscure band from a 
faraway land that only released one record back 
in the day, but going ahead and advertising and 
selling shirts of bands whose members are still 
around and easily contactable is pretty shitty. I've 
been a victim of this with Spazz, but have also 
supported this scene, like the time I picked up a 
Massacre 68 shirt down in LA. Much like record 
bootlegging, it's seems like folks look at this as an 
acceptable "evil" within the DIY. 

DEVON MORF 

Showing up on tour in a foreign country to find 
people selling bootleg shirts of our band in the 
merch booth next to ours. Not only that, their 
shirt is cheaper and people like the design better. 
Thinking that they must be fans of the band and 
want to help a touring band they like, we ask if 
they could not sell those shirts at the gig, let us 
buy their shirts at wholesale or get a "royalty" for 


printing the shirt or even just move their merch 
across the venue. All options which are rudely 
rejected. 

Playing another show far away from home to find 
no fliers anywhere in town and have the promoter 
tell you why he can't figure out why more people 
weren't there. Then when we go to his office to 
get paid we see a huge stack of unused posters for 
the show on his desk 

Traveling the farthest we ever have for a tour, 
and after the gig being told by someone in the 
crowd how amazing they thought our band was, 
how awesome it was we come all the way we 
did to play, how we should come again soon and 
how great all uur merch looks only to walk away 
without buying anything to get a round of beer for 
his friends. 

Attempting to book a totally illegal underground 
show in one of the world's most fundamental 
Islamic countries, which still manages to have 
heavy bands and a DIY scene by default. We try to 
explain to the promoter how we are totally fine to 
come in as tourists and play a set on local gear at 
a rehearsal studio. Due to a poor choice in words 
and their lack of understanding that a band would 
be content to play to a dozen or 20 people for 
free in a cramped room, they unsuccessfully try 
to book a "rehearsal studio" for weddings. Then 
when the confusion is made clear and a new plan 
is to be implemented, in an unrelated incident the 
promoter is stabbed and put in the hospital. 

Being trapped by "punishers", well meaning 
hardcore punk nerds with a million questions about 
things we have no interest or knowledge about i.e. 
straight edge gangs, porno grind, record collecting, 
MRR columnists, etc., and won't listen or believe 
you when we say you don't have further info for 
their database of inane trivia.

Eating at shows. I don't know why this bugs me, 
maybe because most gig spaces are complete shit 
holes. We're here to thrash not to guess what food 
is stuck in your cigarette-stained teeth. 

New school slam dancidg. No circle pit, just 
haphazard running straight into each other. 
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Where's the "dancing" in that? 

"Got anything for a dollar?" Not really a peeve, 
but in a word: NO!! That being said, bands on tour, 
attention please: have something for a dollar. 
Sticker, badge, patch... anything I can direct these 
punks towards! 


LOSER 

Not sure, if these topics really will fit, but no 
boring introductions - here're my gripes in no 
particular order: 

"Emo-Core" and "Pop-Punk" (tie): 

I said it a million times before, but due to this 
Gimme 5, fortunately I'm forced to repeat myself 
over and over again: These words simply don't fit 
together as they're bad jokes in themselves, full 
stop!! These fucked up terms are as ridiculous in 
addition to artificial as something like "Gospel- 
Grind" or "Country-Crust"!! 

CDs with "hidden" bonus tracks plus additional 
material on CDs in general (another tie):

I never ever get them and since I neither can 
afford nor am I willing to shell out completely 
outrages prices on E-fucking-bay for a limited 
to 40 copies 7", more often than not, I'm crying 
crocodile tears because I'll never hold for instance 
this friggin' SYPHILITIC VAGINAS "Night desecrate" 
9" or their split 7" w / THE WANKYS within my dirty 
fingers... Of course, this shouldn't imply that you 
cannot do me a favor and send a copy for free - 
thanks in advance!!

We don't tour, or play shows, to make money, of 
course not, but we also don't owe the punks a free 
show when we are 2,000 miles from home.

Seriously, bring a classical 
disc and drop the volume down to "barely audible" 
until the next hardcore onslaught begins please.

column from your's truly. The sad part of this story is that I 
actually tried to take care of myself in the months leading 
up to this tour. I ate right, cut back on the partying, exer- 
cised and walked two miles a day. As the tour progressed, 
a daunting four-week trip around Europe, the cast and crew 
of nine punks started falling ill from the start. This was 
no fluke, everywhere we went we heard stories of bands 
getting terribly ill, canceling shows or cutting their sets 
short. Something was lurking in the air and we got hit just 
as hard. As the nights of playing in under-ventilated squats 
and bars wore on, we started dropping like flies. Spending 
hours together in a van didn't help stave off illness either. 
Each morning was a cavalcade of coughing, spitting, and 
moaning. The host Germans all came down with the hack 
as did our intrepid driver. Shawn ended up in the hospital 
in Spain with severe lung inflammation. Everyone was ill, 
that is, except me. We were one week away from complet- 
ing the tour, then Hamburg came up on the schedule and 
my troubles began. The fever began in Poland, by Hamburg 
I was in deep illness. 

Hamburg, Germany: with only the memory of a blazing set 
by YACOPSAE keeping my spirits aloft, we arrived about ten 
minutes too late at the weird strip mall-like airport where 
we to depart for the U.K., and though the flight was not 
leaving for another 30 minutes, the fine assholes at Ryan 
Air would not check us in. Lucky for us the German grind 
masters WOJCZECH saw Mike running down the freeway 
exit trying to catch them as they drove off. Our bad karma 
of leaving a trail of stained, reeking "bang city bang socks" 
across the squats of Western Europe had at least subsided 
a bit to give us a break. After a frank discussion on the 
correct way to proceed (should we continue on to the UK? 
Cancel the UK?), Stefan handed over our remaining cash 
and we wrested four tickets to London from the dried out 
frau-bitch running the airline ticket window. We exacted 
some revenge by unloading 760 minutes of lung butter all 
over that fucking airport: in the bathroom, on the bathroom 
mirrors and walls, all over the floor, in the bar. Get four 


miserably sick Americans in a bad mood and our worst 
instincts come to light in glaring inhumanity. "Ugly Ameri- 
can" doesn't even describe the hell we wreaked on those 
bastards. Should have just let us on the plane! Let me tell 
you now never to fly Ryan Air. This ramshackle bullshit 
airline was a joke: you might have read about these 
charlatans recently because they were going to charge 
patrons to use the bathrooms on their planes. I don t know 
who the fuck could afford to drink and eat enough on their 
flights to piss or shit! Three euro for a cup of water!! 

On top of that I thought Mike was gonna slit the fucking 
throats of the wretched, empty brained stewards on board. 
The English folks loved their stupid jokes but we were in no 
mood for their shit. 

UK customs was brutal but we made it through. Kai, Irena 
and Charlie had waited patiently in London all fucking 
day for the four Yankee losers to finally arrive at around 
midnight, much too late to make the London show. We 
were rewarded by our tardiness with a three hour drive 
to Sheffield, home of Def Leppard, where we could get 
some rest. 

I couldn't have had a better time in England to be honest. 

We were all glad to have made the right decision and 
soldier on after missing the plane. The UK scene was great 
and all the punks were great fun to be around and talk 
with. I made it through the Nottingham show and felt OK 
until I woke up that night with my lungs filled with fluid. I 
used to get serious asthmatic bronchitis when I was in my 
pre-teens but as I grew older I seemed to outgrow it. But 
here I was, 42 years old, and it was back at full force at 
the worst possible time. I spent the rest of the night trying 
uselessly to sleep upright to keep my lungs clear. Impos- 
sible. I had to get up constantly to yack up phlegm that 
never seemed to stop flowing. At around 5 AM I noticed 
the first drops of blood in my spit. Fuck. 

When all were awake I let everyone know and Charlie 
drove me off to the hospital. I was near hallucinating from 
fever around this time and I don't really remember the 
ride. The hospital had fliers warning of the horror of swine 
flu all over so it was no great surprise they saw me right 
away. After many tests, chest x-rays and an old funny ex- 
punk nurse firing oxygen down into my lungs for an hour, 
they gave me some antibiotics and sent me out saying 
there's not much they could do for me, that an infection 
had entered my lungs and that the best thing for me was 
to go home, it wasn't going to get any better. 

Not what I wanted to hear because that night we were 
playing the famous 1 in 12 Club in Bradford and no-fucking- 
way was I going to miss this show or any other show. I got 
back to the club, told the guys, and let it go. The show was 
amazing! A total fucking blur drenched in fever-sweat, but 
amazing. I puked on the stage a good three times and at 
this time my phlegm was a weird "pure" color of white, like 
pudding. Mike lifted me up and dragged me outside where 
I proceeded to puke for a good 15 minutes. Our Dutch pals 
in A.S.H. and WAKING THE DEAD didn't seem to mind as I 
heartily ralphed all over the front of their van. Thanks guys 
for the support! You're awesome dudes. 

I spent the night perched upward, well taken care of thank 
to my bud Smith, trying not to drown in my own fluids. In 


the morning I spit blood again. I had to decide what to 
do: call it a good tour and head home or try my best and 
finish the tour. I had to go. 

I left the boys at the Leeds airport and found myself with 
no phone, no map and no clue. My attempts to call Con- 
tinental Airlines to change my flight became a total farce 
as the public phones cut me off every time I tried to get 
through. Defeated, I recalled all my tourist instincts and 
hailed a cab to the Leeds train station. It was a Sunday 
and I couldn't get a direct train to London so it was off to 
York along with throngs of Sunday football fans drunk off 
their asses. Good folks! My transfer was smooth but the 
train was all reserved seating so I had to sit/stand in the 
passenger coach for three hours. My brain felt like it was 
melting as I bathed in my sickening sweat for the duration 
of the ride. I exited the train at Kings Cross station in Lon- 
don, a cavernous hull containing a throbbing mass of hu- 
manity, thousands upon thousands strong. My hands ached 
from carrying my luggage and guitar, a hundred pound 
70s Fender P-bass that plays like a champ but weighs in at 
about a trillion pounds. I stumbled through the masses in 
a daze, my vision doubling, and looked for the familiar red 
circle of the Underground. I still had to get to Heathrow 
Airport, change my ticket and, if I couldn't get on a plane 
that day, find some lodging in a city I knew nothing about. 
My luck was holding out quite well though. Navigating 
the Underground was fairly easy and getting to Heathrow 
seemed like it was going to be seamless. I exited at the 
Heathrow terminal station and things just started falling 
into place for me. I had no idea what terminal station to 
get off at, so I took a wild guess and came up correct. I 
made my way to Continental on sheer determination alone. 
No line at the ticket counter. After a good 30 minutes, the 
airline was able to find me a flight and change my ticket. 
The only hitch: I had to leave the next day. I grabbed my 
new ticket and took a minute to breathe. I made it this far 
but still needed to stay somewhere. No phone, no map, no 
clue. I sighed, lifted up the enormous weight of the bass 
and baggage and stepped back from the counter to find 
an elevator or some transport to get me to a cab stand, 
wherever the fuck that was I had no idea. Then a beacon of 
yellow, glowing bright over the ticket queue, stunned me: 
"Hilton Hotel walkway". Well fuck me. The Hilton at Heath- 
row, not the punkest place to stay, but at that moment punk 
rock can lick dog balls. Right next to where I had been 
standing for 30 minutes while the airline stressed over 
changing my ticket, just out of my view, was the answer to 
my final dilemma. I hurried down the walkway, an elevated 
steel hall leading to hotel nirvana, and in five minutes I 
found myself at the front desk where I declared "I need a 
room and I have no reservation." I must have looked like 
hell, my hands red from hauling, my eyes red from lack of 
sleep. "No problem, sir." Money is no object when you're 
dripping fever sweat and coughing your guts out onto the 
Hilton floor. I would have sold my soul. My last night in 
Europe was spent drinking myself into oblivion, eating all 
the wrong foods and laying on my back listening to 90s 
alternative music on the radio. Fuck it, one the best nights 


of my life.

SO LIKE, IS IT WEIRD...? 

I've had a lot of people ask me if my students think it's 
weird that I play in a band. I'm sure some of them do, but 
I think most of them it's interesting, or if they're a rocker 
kid, they think it's cool that their nerdy English teacher has 
interests outside the Bronte sisters, William Shakespeare, 
and 20th century American literature. While I used to be 
able to keep my private and professional lives separate 
pretty easily, the world had gotten much smaller since I 
began teaching 13 years ago. The occasional student used 
to "out" me regarding the band and/or label sometimes, 
but it's now pretty common for a student to tell me they 
saw Voetsek on YouTube (and I always think, please don't 
let it be the set where Ami exhorts the crowd to "SMOKE 
A BOWL WITH VOETSEK!"), or found our MySpace, or even 
downloaded us on l-tunes (fools!). I think the first time 
my two worlds really crashed together was on a drive 
home from AK Press in Oakland. I used to be the teacher- 
advisor for a student book club where students would read 
and sell radical literature on campus: the club was called 
the Evolution of the Revolution (or "Ev to the Rev" as the 
under-18 crowd called it). I've been really lucky to work 
at a school where the administrators are all former 60s 
children, so they supported my students selling copies of 
California Hardcore or even Cunt next to the band geeks 
who would sell See's candy at lunch. 

Ramsey Kanaan, formerly of AK Press and now of the 
ass-kicking PM Press, and Robert 8 . Karoline Collins 


gave a quickie presentation to my students on the art of 
tabling, which kind of kick started the club. Ramsey gave 
my students a 40% discount, so every other month or so, 
I'd pack a handful of kids into my car and we'd drive to 
Oakland after school to buy more books. It was on one of 
these drives back to the 'burbs when one of the kids sitting 
in the backseat said something about Capitalist Casualties. 
I quickly looked into the rearview mirror to check to see if 
they were fucking with me, but no, the two kids in the back 
were indeed talking about Capitalist. I just about shit a 
brick as these were kids who, granted, wore a lot of black 
and were likeable enough, but I didn't think they were into 
punk. Or at least not punk that I was into. They seemed 
like mall punks at best. Jared, the kid who was talking 
about Capitalist, noticed me looking at him in the mirror. 

"Are you fucking with me?" I asked. 

"No..." 

"Oh, well, uh, my boyfriend is in Capitalist Casualties 
(this was years before we were married). I thought I heard 
you mention them." 

I don't remember much of the conversation after that 
other than some exclamations of "No way!" and "Cool!" 
and stuff like that. Little by little, Jared learned more 
about me and I learned more about him. Like about 
how his mom was an old punk from San Francisco and 
the Weirdos played in her kitchen. I remember at one 
point Jared told me that I was "cooler" than he originally 
thought, which was one of those endearingly dorky teacher 
moments that would totally be the misty-eyed scene if 
anyone ever made a Mr. Holland's Opus type movie about 
me. Which no one ever will because most of my endearing 
teacher moments have to do with times my students will 
leave me Descendents lyrics written on my white board 
when I'm not looking, or those quiet times when I know 
I've gotten "through" to someone, or a student will write 
me a sweet note or draw/paint something for me. It's 
never a big dramatic scene like it is in the movies. But I 
digress... 

Now Jared wasn't a great student. He was very smart, 
and an excellent writer, but I knew he was one of those 
kids that just didn't fit into a comprehensive high school. 

I was okay with that, and I felt like we had one of those 
unspoken agreements where we both knew that he would 
be okay, and that he would come to my class, do the work 
when he felt like it, and we'd somehow just talk about it 
later. I think Jared dropped out the next year. I'd still see 
him on campus from time to time when he'd drop by to see 
his friends, or hang out with his then-girlfriend who was 
my T.A. It was around this time that I began to see Jared 
at shows. Now, granted, most of my students who are into 
punk are into the variety that is shown on MTV. I can count 
on two hands how many students I've seen at shows (other 
than Voetsek shows at Gilman) over the years. So, I must 
say, it really unnerved me for quite some time when I'd 
see Jared at Burnt Ramen or a warehouse show in Oak- 
land. It felt... weird. Like a line had been crossed. Like 
he was invading my space. And it mostly had to do with 
the fact that he was a minor and I wasn't. Anyone who has 
been to a show in the Bay Area other than a Gilman show 
(aka the No Fun Zone as the late, great SUBMACHINE used 
to call it) knows that we have a scene here that likes to 
party and have a good time. I've had friends from out of 
state and country trip the fuck out on what a party scene 
we have here. And yes, it is kind of weird sometimes 
being an older punk and looking around at the younger 
kids partying around you. I've talked to a lot of my friends 
about this and we all agree that in any other setting other 
than a show, it would be inappropriate at best. But there's 
something about the show atmosphere that makes it... 
okay. Like I remember Robert Collins telling me about 


how he was driving some teenage girls home from a show 
once, and in any other setting, it's simply not okay for an 
older, married man to be driving home a teenager he's not 
related to late at night. But because the show/punk factor 
came into play, it was okay. 

Anyways, for awhile, I felt like Jared and I had another 
unspoken agreement: our version of the military's don't- 
ask-don't-tell policy. I actually don't think Jared's parents 
would care that he was partying, but it was the world be- 
yond that troubled me. What if Jared told his friends that 
Ms. Kautsch's band are a bunch of stoners? Or what if he 
told his friends that Ms. Kautsch's boyfriend-now-husband 
threw beer cans at a band, or has a song called "Fuck 
the Christians"? Or what if Jared told his friends that he 
saw Ms. Kautsch drinking at a show? Granted, this is all 
perfectly legal, but the fact that I'd be in a place where HE 
would see me o7 my husband or my friends do it tripped 
me out. I remember talking to Jeff about it and Jeff just 
said, "He seems like a cool kid. I think you're tripping out 
too hard on this." Which, granted, was easy for Mr. I Work 
Out of the House to say, but he was right. 

Years have passed, and I'm so used to seeing Jared 
around by now that I actually forget most of the time that 
we originally met in my classroom. He's now just a peer, 
someone who draws artwork for fliers, someone who just 
drew an insert for a release that's coming out on Scotty's 
label, someone who lives at Burnt Ramen... someone I just 
see around. The moral? There isn't one, other than to say 
that D.I.Y. is really weird. And the world is really small. 

And I hope my students keep downloading Voetsek on 
l-tunes.

I am eleven years old, it's the bottom of the sixth 
inning and we're losing six to one. Heavy favorites to take 
it all, this was unconscionable. I am a formidable ball 
player for my age, having had a growth spurt pre-season 
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that has given me a height and weight advantage over my 
peers. I lead the league in homeruns, batting average, 
slugging percentage and confidence. In my mind, my future 
in the Majors seems assured. As I get to bat with one out 
and a five run deficit, I am struck by the look on the faces 
of my teammates. They are resigned to second place even 
though we had only lost one game the whole season. I tell 
them it is not over. They can surrender - 1 will not. Some- 
thing about into the breach. It was fucking on. I manage to 
turn a triple and start a rally. 

We lose the game, six to five. There is no joy in Mudville. 

I am sixteen years old, and it is a blustery 
September day. The trip to Prospect Heights is successful, 
and I am tripping hard as shit. My buddy Brian and I head 
to the City to troop around the East Village, smoke joints in 
stairwells and ride out the acid until the concept of even 
being in the same apartment as my parents seems pos- 
sible. We discover the meaning of life; it had clearly been 
placed in the lyrics of Master of Puppets, only we hadn't 
been high enough to notice before. As the trip winds down, 

I am weary, but life is good. I am young and invincible and 
my evening - long, fun and consequence free - is close to 
done. One more stop. 

I am twenty five years old, and I am heartbroken. 
The longest relationship I have ever been in has failed. I 
am crushed, jaded and alone in the world. So many wasted 
years, only to discover that Love, the inspiration of poets 
and warriors, has failed completely. I am beyond solace. 
Through the haze I do the only thing I can think to do. I 
hop a flight back east and crawl back to spend some time 
with my Mom - crawl back under the ancestral porch un- 
der New York skies to lick my metaphysical wounds. After 
the words of condolence and the tears. Mom is asleep. It's 
late, and there is only one thing left in the City that I can 
get to soothe the pain. 

I am, of course, speaking of hot dogs. From fuck- 
ing Grey's fucking Papaya. 

Hot Dogs, especially those from Grey's have been 
an integral part of many of the defining moments of my 
life. Sad? Probably, but fuck you, it's my life, you don't 
have to live it. Cheap, easy, filling and delicious, these 
tasty treats are great for a quick weeknight dinner, or to 
punctuate a life changing event. Hell, the hot dogs were 
pretty much the only good thing I took away from my time 
in Poland, besides maybe the pork cutlet at Auschwitz, for 
which I am almost certainly going to hell. Atheism aside, 
of course. 

Anyway, a note about this recipe: You will need 
a few pieces of not uncommon but not necessarily com- 
monplace equipment in your kitchen. You will want to have 
an electric mixer to make the pretzel dough - you can 
find them all over the place for twenty to thirty bucks, just 
make sure it has a dough hook attachment (they almost all 
do) and you're all good. The second thing is a mandolin. 

If you are some kind of super ninja fucking master with a 
kitchen knife, by all means go for it, but cutting the chips 
is a righteous bitch if you try to do it by hand, and the 
mandolin will give you thin, perfectly even slices, which is 
super key when frying so that everything cooks at the same 
time. Other than that, here's what you'll need: 

For the Pretzel Dogs: 

1 tablespoon sugar 
Salt 

Black pepper 

1 package active dry yeast (Note for vegans: if you're not 
into eating yeast, I can't help ya, you knead it - sorry, 
couldn't help it - for this) 

4 cups all-purpose flour 

4 tablespoons melted unsalted butter (or vegan substitute) 

1 egg, beaten (If vegan you can leave this step out; see 


below) 

A cup baking soda 
8 cups of water 

About 8 sprigs of rosemary, chopped 
About Ya cup Pecorino Romano cheese, grated 
About Ya cup Parmesan Reggiano cheese, grated 
Vegetable oil 

Eight Merguez sausages (or your favorite type vegan or no 
- a note about this: I bought mine at my favorite butcher 
shop. You can totally make your own, but so many great 
varieties can be store bought and are perfectly good, so 
you'll make life a little easier on yourself just getting the 
pre-made) 

For the Turnip Chips: 

5 reasonably large turnips 
One metric fuck ton of vegetable oil 
Smoked Paprika 

Cayenne Pepper (dried, powdered) 

Garlic Powder 
Onion Powder 
Salt 

Black Pepper 

First thing is to make the dough. Take about 1 
A cups of warm water as well the salt and sugar and 
combine in the mixer's bowl. Add the yeast (DON'T mix 
the yeast in, just pour on top) and allow it to foam, maybe 
five or ten minutes. Add the flour to the bowl and using 
the dough hook attachment, mix that shit together on the 
lowest speed until everything is combined. A few minutes. 
At this point you can turn up the speed to maybe the 
middle (don't go to high or your dough will get tough) until 
you have a nice smooth looking dough. Grease a bowl with 
oil or a non-stick cooking spray, but the dough in that bowl, 
cover with plastic wrap and set aside (preferably in a warm 
place - 1 like the top of the fridge near the back where it 
vents the heat; this lets the yeast do it's thana). Wait about 


Next, make the chips. Cut both knobby ends off the turnips 
and, depending on the size of your mandolin, cut 'em in 
half. I like 'em skin on, but you can peel 'em if you like. 

Set your mandolin so that they're just thick enough to slice 


Heat enough vegetable oil to deep fry in a pot (a 
cup or two should do it). Something like 375 degrees if 


you have an oil thermometer in the house. Take the turnip 
slices, and in small batches fry the fuck out of 'em. Set 
aside in a bowl, allow the oil to return to temp, and then 
knock out the other batches. Once they're all done turn the 
heat up a bit and, again in small batches, give the fuckers 
a quick second round, careful to watch the color so they 
don't burn. We're looking for LIGHT LIGHT brown, as they 
will continue to cook after they are removed from the oil. 

If they look perfectly crisped when you pull them out, 
you've gone too far. Set aside in a second bowl and when 
they're all done, coat with your dry spices. You can pick any 
combination you like; the ones above are just how I roll. 

Then you fry up your sausages. Make sure they're 
cooked through, and keep 'em moving in the pan over 
a medium high heat to get a nice even brown, but hell, 
if you're reading this instead of the record reviews, you 
probably already-know how to pan fry a fucking sausage. 
Moving on. 


Preheat the oven to 450.cut your dough into eight 
pieces and pound 'em out into long flat strips, maybe a 
foot and a half long, and about a 1/8th inch thick. Take the 
sausages and at a diagonal twist the dough around the 
sausage. I like to leave the end of the sausages exposed 
a little, just tear off whatever excess dough is left. Place 


lile, mix the baking powder and about 
eight cups of water in a large pot, and bring to a boil. Now 
here's the fun part. Take each pretzel dog, and one at a 
time, immerse in the pot of boiling baking powder mix for 
30 seconds. Remove, and place back on the baking sheet. 
Do this for each one, and when they're all done, baste the 
top with the beaten egg. This will add a beautiful sheen to 
the pretzels, but it won't kill the shit without it, and as near 
as I know a vegan egg substitute will just come out looking 
funky. Sprinkle on your grated chesses and the rosemary 
along with a little salt and pepper, and it's into the oven. 
Again, customize this shit anyway you want! That's the 
best part about cooking. Besides the eating. Into the oven 
at 450 for about 20 minutes, or until the dough has taken 
on that tell tale "damn, I'm gonna eats ya!" golden color. 
Remove from the oven and let 'em rest about five minutes. 

Serve these fuckers with your favorite dipping 
sauces (I used a champagne shallot mustard, but every- 
thing works) or you can spit them half way down to top and 
top with sauerkraut, mustard, ketchup - whatever! 
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Well, there ya have it, a fancy little twist on what 
amounts to an Alsatian classic. As always, if you have 
any comments, suggestions or criticisms, keep 'em to 
yourself.

HORSEMEN (DVD) - Since there's a shit-ton of 
wrestling fans in hardcore, here's a DVD review of actual 
wrestlers from my generation, the Four Horsemen aka Ric 
Flair, Arn Anderson, Tully Blanchard, Ole Anderson and 
whoever filled any voids after. This is an excellent WWE

If only they still 
made movies like this. Classic bad guy Strother "failure to 
communicate" Martin plays one of the leads as the town 
doctor, and L.Q. Jones (Casino, Wild Bunch) is one of the 
marooned locals of the town. Story revolves around a 
town where families mysteriously get stranded and even 
more mysteriously lose the parents of the children while 
waiting to leave. Very effective editing and in-camera 
effects imply that the children's dolls kill the parents or 
have some strange voodoo that is involved with their 
deaths. And of course the coven of satanic witches union 
local 666 is at the center of all the evil. Basically feels 
like an awesome satanic Disney flick, which is the same 
thing as a normal Disney flick only this film doesn't 
desperately hide the evil. No extras on this DVD, like most 
unknown classic flicks studios wished they never made. 

BILL BURR “WHY DO I DO 

THIS?” (DVD) - For anyone as familiar with Chappelle 
Show as I am, this crazy funny motherfucker was the 
Opie-looking commentator on the Racial Draft and ESPN 
Dice game sketches. This is his one hour standup 
(self-produced like a pro DIY CHAMP!) along with some 
very interesting, intimate-yet-funny DVD extras. A sign of a 
good comedian is the time passing by quickly during their 
set, and Bill Burr is a flux capacitor of a comedy 
heavyweight in this show, jokes ranging from pedophiles to 
the overcrowding of the world with stupid people to him 
imagining punching muffins at a craft fair with his 
girlfriend. He also does a great weekly free podcast on his 
website and myspace pages if you like this.

KUTE KILLER AKA DIE! DIE! 

DIE! (short film) - The debut of GODSTOMPER's very 
own Paul Barfo aka Paul Acevedo is an incredible first flick 
exercise in style. He wrote, produced, and directed this all 
himself with his own hard-earned budget and I am happy 
to say I was completely blown away by the tone he 
creates. The quick plot is much harder to follow on a first 
viewing though. Like G.S. melodies, the plot is so distorted 
in the grindstyle editing, it's hard to make it out at first, but 
since it's intriguingly confusing enough to watch more than 
once, a complete short story comes through with more 
viewings. Whether a first flick or not, it grabs your 
attention like a wrench to your face, which is more than 


most short films do at all. Only criticism is the standard 
white-on-black credits move a little too slow making them 
almost as long as the flick itself. Don't worry, I already 
told Paul.

BLACK METAL: A DOCUMEN- 
TARY (DVD) - This was released in 2007 made by and 
mostly for fans of the genre w/ bands such as MORTIIS, 
GORGOROTH, KING DIAMOND, IMMORTAL, DESTRUCTION 
and many others. The mostly static-shot, 80s porn video 
quality interviews are unedited in the content itself, but 
what is decent here is the general juxtaposition, whether 
intended or random, of all the interview segments. To be 
perfectly clear however, there is NO intended narrative 
thread or anything like it here on purpose, as stated in a 
long disclaimer.. .at the end of the movie. And though 
some of these guys have SUCH extreme and misinterpreted 
points of view to talk about politely at great length (GROM, 
ARKHON INFAUSTUS), it isn't nearly as scary as the bible 
belt interviews with toddlers in the God In America doc (I 
dare these guys to sit and watch THAT movie.) I was also 
confused since these bands make high maintenance quality 
music even in the live presentation, so I was expecting a 
little more of an overall polished movie, but the stream of 
consciousness lecture on the subject is effective if you 
know next to nothing about black metal like my dumbass.

This raises the bar higher than GWAR ever could in terms 
of schlocky, sexually-explicit horror scumfuck rock videos 
and FAGGOT takes NO prisoners, only mostly naked sex 
slaves with exposed (fake?) asses and genitals.

Now looking 
back in retrospect, I can only think to myself...what the 
fuck? 

Let me say now: in no way, shape, or form am I trying 
to glorify drug use in anyway by writing this. I am only 
sharing what meth life has to offer and the stupidity and 
bullshit that goes hand in hand with what drugs had to 
offer me: what I used to put myself through for my own 
addiction and the sad and pathetic intent of getting one's 
self high. I am left with only a few funny stories like this 
one story for example: 

I am not sure how many of you Short, Fast, and Loud! 
readers are familiar with the term to "launch" it. I used to 
know and score from this cat in Santa Rosa named Stevie 
B. who was a store front owner of a hair salon. Now, scor- 
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ing from this guy was anything but a normal experience. 

You could stop in there pretty much any given day and 
even with paying clients in the shop at the time, he would 
get high and move product all while under the noses of 
his clients. I think for the most part they were unaware of 
what he was even up to or at least unaware of the extent 
of his own depravity. His form of getting himself high was 
to "launch" it. 

Stevie was an older fat rocker type who was always 
wearing the same pair of black leather pants with no 
underwear and a button up dress shirt, and of course 
it was half way unbuttoned.

Produced by legend- 
ary punk and rock producer Jack Endino, the album is crisp 
sounding with clear distinction between each instrument 
and the vocals mixed neither way up front nor buried down 
deep, but that being said; the production is not as bright 
as either of the last two albums. The production isn't 
disappointing, just not impressive . . . maybe the only thing 
not impressive on the entire album. 

SUFFOCATION 

Blood Oath 

These legendary early wave death metal gods are still at 
it. Blood Oath marks the fourth album since Suffocation's 
return to the scene five years ago. For my money, they 
are as good as ever. In the early 90s I respected the 
fact Suffocation was able to forge such a strong identity 
in death metal and I loved their technical prowess and 
devastating brutality, but when I went to grab a death 
metal tape (yea, I know, tape) off my shelves, I rarely 
grabbed theirs. Probably because they proved influential 
to several bands I didn't much care for more than for any- 
thing they did themselves. That being said, this is a great 
album. "Blood Oath" has a far broader dynamic range than 
say "Human Waste" or "Effigy of the Forgotten" but doesn't 
give up any of the immense heaviness. A description that 
I realize could also apply to their greatest masterpiece 
"Pierced from Within." This album probably isn't quite up 
to that level but it constructed from the same template 
and, while being a bit slower, will still throttle you with 
equal violence. 

ASPHYX 

Death... the Brutal Way 

At the dawn of death metal Asphyx were one of my two 
or three favorite bands. I thought Martin's voice was 
untouchable for sickness and the fact they often played 
at a stow and doomy pace was awesome. Asphyx owed 
as much to Candlemass as Death and I loved it! After 
multiple break ups and reformations, Bob and Martin are 
both back in the band at the same time for the first time 
since 1992! That means that 2/3 of the men who brought 
us "The Rack" and "Last One on Earth" and "Crush the 
Cenotaph" are on board. My expectations were sky high 
and Asphyx delivers! It is as if this album picks up where 
"Last One. . ." leaves off. It is the perfect mixture of rabid, 
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frantic death metal and plodding, soul crushing doom. 

The storytelling lyrics (dealing with history, politics, and 
the environment) are also back and as good as ever. Even 
the album title is perfect as it mocks the new trend of hav- 
ing so many sub-genres in death metal that many actually 
feel compelled to say "Brutal Death Metal" to describe 
bands of Asphyx's caliber. Like so many other albums 
this issue, this is a mandatory acquisition. 

HEAVEN & HELL 

The Devil You Know 

When one of the most important bands in the history 
of heavy metal releases a new album, you better pay 
attention. Such is the case with "The Devil You Know" by 
Heaven & Hell, which is actually the reformed and renamed 
Dio/Butler/ lommi/Appice version of Black Sabbath... 
Y'know the same lineup that brought us "Mob Rules" and 
"Live Evil" and "Dehumanizer" and, of course, "Heaven and 
Hell." Although following up their debut live album, this 
is the first studio album by Heaven & Hell and it is a thing 
of beauty. MASSIVE wall of sound doom metal that is stun- 
ningly deep, dark, emotive, and powerful, lommi gives us 
his best riffs since "Mob Rules" and in the end, it is those 
riffs that define a Black Sabbath (er... Imean, Heaven & 
Hell) album. Dio's voice is no longer what it once was, but 
we are talking minor deterioration here, nothing problem- 
atic. I do wish the production was a little cleaner (I think 
they were going for "modern" and got gloomy) but the riffs 
and the solos... man, you gotta hear 'em to believe 'em. 
The gods have spoken and their word is final. 

CANDLEMASS 

Death Magic Doom 

"Death Magic Doom" is the latest offering from the revital- 
ized Candlemass and the second full length studio album 
to feature Solitude Aeturnus vocalist Robert Lowe (it's the 
third album overall since the band's reformation in 2005). 

It almost makes me feel dirty to say it, but the last three 
Candlemass albums are every bit as mandatory as their 
earth shattering early works ("Epicus Doomicus Metallicus" 
through 'Tale of Creation"). There are no heavier riffs 
to be found. There is no greater balance of plodding and 
punching. Lowe may not be Messiah Marcolin (who is?) 
but he is such an amazing vocalist with such blue collar 
appeal that it hardly matters. In fact, when you hear Lowe 
tackle the classic era Candlemass songs, you realize that 
Messiah is expendable. I know! Like I said, I almost feel 
dirty for saying it but check out the studio/live EP "Lucifer's 
Rising" as evidence, besides, it's a good investment since 
the EP is as long as a full album. I know there are fools 
out there who think that Cathedral are the first and last 
word in doom metal. . . frankly that is like saying Milli 
Vanilli were the greatest of the Grammy winning bands. 

Other than Black Sabbath, nobody is more important in 
doom metal than Candlemass. Not even legends like 
Trouble, Confessor, or Saint Vitus can compare. 

CROSS-THOMSON 

Self-Titled 

This seven track EP is a collection of songs from the hard 
rock collaborative team of Jeff Cross and Dane Thomson. 
Some are previously available on rare and hard to find 
releases and others have never been released on anything 
other than a demo. Cross-Thomson have been kicking it 
out as a team for 50 years now. They began their career 
together in Crisis, a band adopted by the British as one of 
their own in the latter stages of the NWOBHM (Cross was 
born in England, Thomson in the U.S.). The debut Crisis 
record "Armed to the Teeth" has become a hot collector's 


item amongst oldschool rivetheads and rightfully so. It 
remains one of my all time favorite metal records. Jeff's 
guitar is raw and uncultured. Nobody abuses their axe 
the same way he does. I can spot a Cross riff a million 
miles away and the solos will give your eardrums friction 
burns. Dane's leather lunged delivery is equally effective 
whether he is actually singing ("Kicked Around") or 
when he is shrieking in classic metal falsetto ("Would If 
I Could") or roaring like a biker whose Hog won't start 
("Dodged Another Bullet"). His Rickenbacker bass is both 
punchy and guttural. Because the songs on the new CD 
were recorded during a variety of sessions, the sound is 
inconsistent but some of their most rockin' songs of the 
last few years are on here. "Scars" is so hard hitting it'll 
leave a lump. "It Isn't Easy" is an anthem that every metal 
head will recognize as the story of their own life. "Driven 
by the Clock" will ring true for any rocker over 30 (or 40 
or 50). This CD will likely be a collector's item as the duo 
is negotiating the release much of their back catalog on a 
European label. Get it while you can at cross-thomson.com 
(for oldschool Crisis info check out crisisuk.webs.com) 

ORCUSTUS 

Self-Titled 

Nearly seven years in the making, the debut CD by Orcustus 
spews oldschool flavored black metal that is laced with 
equal parts sulfur and hellfire. Their misanthropic attitude 
combined with their no-holds-barred aural tsunami, lends 
weight to their proud waving of the banner of "true" 
Norweigan Black Metal." I admit that every time I see a 
corpse-paint-wearing, more-evil-than-thou BM band I am 
amused to think that there are actually grown men who act 
this way, but on the rare occasion that a BM band kicks it 
out as well as Orcustus, I am more than willing to overlook 
the silliness. Stylistically the band falls squarely in the 
Mayhem meets early Emperor mold but executed with a 
precision and attention to melody and detail that will ap- 
peal to a wide spectrum of BM hordes and appeals to the 
progressive side of BM without giving in to it. 

MANTIC RITUAL 

Executioner 

The original version of this album was released a couple 
of years ago when the band used the moniker Meltdown. 
After changing their name to Mantic Ritual (I assume 
because there are about 6 trillion thrash metal bands 
called Meltdown) they found the golden ticket in the form 
a record deal with Nuclear Blast. They re-recorded (or 
re-released, I'm not sure which) "Executioner" as their 
debut album (for the second time). I gotta admit that I am 
impressed with the album. Mantic Ritual deserves to be 
another high profile contender for the New Wave of Thrash 
Metal crown. Their throwback sound is as sharp and clean 
cutting as a razor blade. Their riffs are pure genius. You 
only have to listen to the opening track "One by One" to 
hear what I mean. The main riff could be Iron Maiden on 
amphetamines. The vox are both clean and aggressive and 
yet unique enough to give the band a bit more character 
than some of their peers. This is not the best of the best, 
but it is better than many. 

MOONSORROW 

Tulimyrsky 

I am fairly particular when it comes to black metal. I 
am even more particular when it comes to atmospheric/ 
folk/Viking metal. That being the case, this was my first 
exposure to Viking lords Moonsorrow in spite of their 
decade long career. Truth be told, I only bought Tulimyrsky 
because it was an "EP" that ran almost an hour an ten 
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minutes so I figured I would get my money's worth (in 
listening time) as I gave the band a test drive. I've been 
a fool to wait this long. This not-so-little EP is stunning. 
Moonsorrow are absolute masters at weaving the requisite 
atmospheric undertones and keyboards into a tapestry of 
full-throttle black metal chaos. The title track is a 30+ 
minute opus that has everything a Viking metal fan could 
ask for. The track consists of silly Manowar-esque so- 
liloquies and soaring keys wrapped around a battle-frenzy 
approach to harsh black metal that is constructed in epic 
form that few bands could ever hope to achieve. I am in 
complete awe. The rest of the EP consists of a Merciless 
cover, a Metallica cover (For Whom the Bell Tolls, natu- 
rally), and two re-recorded tracks from their demo years 
in the late 90s (more BM, less Viking, no less incredible). 

I will definitely be tracking down more from albums from 
Moonsorrow. 

PRAYING MANTIS 

Sanctuary 

The legendary NWOBHM band Praying Mantis returns (yet 
again) with another melodic and hard rockin' album that 
lends as much to AOR as heavy metal. This is a band that 
first appeared on the genre defining "Metal for Muthas" 
comp in 1980 (y'know, the same comp that introduced Iron 
Maiden to the masses and launched Sanctuary Records, 
who seemingly gets a nod from this album's title) and has 
existed in a variety of configurations off and on since. I 
am a total sucker for this kind of sound, but I suspect very 
few readers of this fine rag would agree. Imagine mixing 
the early sound of Dokken with the mid-career sound of 
Foreigner and you have a good idea of what this sounds 
like (although not quite as dated as I make it sound). If 
radio friendly hard rock is one of your guilty pleasures, you 
definitely want to be guilty of this album. 

TANKARD 

Thirst 

Some thrash bands pride themselves on being working 
man's music, but Tankard pride themselves on being the 
working man's Friday night music. Tankard is a staple 
for fans of 80s Teutonic thrash metal. One of the best 
2nd tier German thrashers and, over the decades, one of 
the most consistent . Thirst is, not surprisingly, another 
stellar round served at Tankard's never-ending pub party. 
Although slightly slower than most Tankard albums (and 
slightly more political, which isn't really saying much) 

Thirst still takes most of the neo-thrashers to school. 

Actually, it takes them behind the school and kicks the crap 
out of them. You always know what you are going to get 
with this band, but that has never been a weakness. The 
slightly gruff vokills, the precision riffing, the machine 
gun rhythms, the overwhelming fun-for-the-sake-of-fun 
attitude. . . it all adds up to Tankard. May the keg never 
run dry! 

ENFORCER 

Into the Night 

In the new wave of thrash metal one of the best styles of 
80s speed/power metal has seemingly been forgotten by 
everyone except Enforcer. I'm talking about the clean, 
razor sharp, melodic, and Maiden influenced speed metal 
that was championed by bands like Agent Steel, Helstar, At- 
tacker, Heathen, Vicious Rumors, and others. These bands 
took the sound of the legendary Exciter, sanded off the 
rough edges, polished it to a gleam, and released some of 
the decade's best metal albums. Enforcer literally chan- 
nels that scene and definitely resurrects its vibe. Into the 
Night overflows with Maiden-esque metal that is delivered 
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with the pedal pinned firmly to the floor. I'm sure that 
you'll read many a review likening Enforcer to Helloween, 
or even Megadeth, both of which are only semi-accurate 
comparisons. No matter how much people will try to tie 
them to the Euro-power metal scene, don't be fooled, 

Enforcer has a vitality and dynamism that makes the band 
stand apart. Devil horns high, my friends. 

MALIGNANT INCEPTION 

Path to Repression 

This album was released about three years ago but since 
neither you nor I had ever heard it before, I figured it was 
fair game for a review. . . Especially since my butt is still 
sore from how hard this band kicked it. Besides, Malignant 
Inception seemingly only releases one album each 10 
years, so by their time frame this is still a new release. 

The band's first album in 1996 was called Black Death and 
was a brutal and technical affair heavily influences by 
bands like Broken Hope, Cannibal Corpse, and Suffocation. 
Path to Repression is an entirely different beast (not 
surprising since only one original member remains). This 
album is a stunning amalgamation of melodic black metal 
and technical death delivered with a progressive leaning 
that gives it endless class without robbing it of any bone- 
splintering power. Driven by complex riffs and rapid-fire 
drums the songs are all richly textured with elegant key- 
boards, multiple time changes, and vocal variety (assuming 
you consider, as I do, covering the range between death 
growls and black shrieks, variety). Several years ago I 
saw this band open for Vader and Kreator and I promptly 
forgot about them. On the strength of this album, I'll 
never make that mistake again! 

KREATOR 

At the Pulse of Kapitulation - Live in East Berlin 1990 
As you can readily tell from the title this is a live recording 
from an East German gig in 1990. If you are too young to 
know what "East German" implies, Wikipedia awaits. These 
tunes were originally only available on a live VHS. In 2008 
the VHS was re-titled and re-released on DVD. Sometime 
this year the DVD's "soundtrack" was made available on 
iTunes (and only iTunes?) for purchase. I am not a DVD 
watcher, so I was thrilled to finally get this. A review 
seems somewhat unnecessary, frankly. This is Kreator at 
the height of their career, playing to a crowd still trapped 
behind the iron curtain. . . you know it kills on contact. 
Don't expect high-tech recordings with top-notch produc- 
tion, but it isn't "soundboard" quality either. Seriously, 
what else do I need to say? If you don't like classic era 
Kreator, you don't like metal. . . so why are you even 
reading this? 


they strive to rise to the occasion. For fans of real thrash 
metal, this is mandatory. 

WINO 

Punctuated Equilibrium 

When I first saw the title of this album I thought "this 
better be good" or Wino will have embarrassed himself. 
After all, to claim your album is an evolutionary leap 
(punctuated equilibrium) is pretty bold. Well, foolish me, 
Wino does himself proud. This is the album that one sus- 
pected Wino was always on the verge of making based on 
Saint Vitus and the Obsessed. The album kicks off with a 
stunning track called "Release Me" that is pure 70s guitar 
hero histrionics. This song (and performance) would have 
fit nicely onto 'Tooth, Fang, & Claw" by Ted Nugent and 
the Amboy Dukes. In fact, 70s guitar bands seem to be 
the driving influence here. Don't forget that Wino's 70s 
influences run far deeper than Black Sabbath. Listening 
to this album brings to mind bands like Uriah Heap, Blue 
Cheer, the Allman Brothers, Nazareth, Neil Young, Frank 
Zappa and the Mothers of Invention, etc. Basically the 
soundtrack of my childhood is revisited on one shiny piece 
of plastic. And I you just can't accept Wino without Black 
Sabbath riifs... rest assured they are on here as well 
("Eyes of the Flesh"). 


self-released makes it all the more impressive. Like their 
Brazilian peers Violator (my favorite neo-thrash band), 
Bothers proves that in this day and age you don't need 
the backing of a big metal label to run with the pack. 
Everything about this album is high caliber. The music 
is ferocious and unrelenting. The vocals are sick and 
deranged (without being too death metal). The production 
is perfect. In fact, I have no idea if this band is even 
searching for label support, but if they are, this album can 
be released as is. I found it on eMusic. Check it out. 

HOLY MARTYR 

Hellenic Warrior Spirit 

Holy Martyr are another Italian metal band who I can't get 
enough of (something is happening in the Italian metal 
scene, and I like it!). They play traditional metal with 
soaring music and epic song structures. Imagine Fates 
Warning at their heaviest or even the almighty Omen. 
Imagine Manowar if they were less cheesy. Yes, it is 
that good. As implied by the album title, the band seems 
fascinated with Greco warrior culture, specifically during 
the 5th century Persian wars. For epic metal that hits like 
a broad sword to the skull, you couldn't ask for a more 
appropriate subject matter. 


TESTAMENT 

Live at Eindhoven 1987 

In 1987 the first Testament album "The Legacy" took the 
thrash metal underground by storm. I was just starting 
college at the time and I still remember being blown away 
by Testament. Here was a debut album by a band every 
bit as stunning and crushing as Exodus or Slayer (and on 
a major label, no less!) that heralded a level of technical 
virtuosity and complexity theretofore rarely seen in the 
genre. The LP was quickly followed up with a live EP (on 
an underground metal label, go figure) recorded at the 
Eindhoven Festival. It was a raw and in-your-face record- 
ing that also quickly became a "must own." Now, finally, 

22 years later the entire Eindhoven set has been released 
as a full length. This is Testament at their rawest and most 
passionate. The band was so psyched to stand in front of 
so many people that you can literally feel their energy as 


LUDICRA 

Fex Urbis Lex Orbis 

You know a Black Metal band that records for both Life is 
Abuse and Alternative Tentacles must be something other 
than your run-of-the-mills corpse painted demoniacs. 

Truth be told, Ludicra are something pretty special. Two 
female frontwomen who give voice to mid-paced black 
metal that is more introspective than destructive and 
features epic songs that instead of trekking you across the 
frozen tundra, or through the bowels of hell, take you for 
a hike into the cracks of a broken heart and through the 
devastation of urban wantonness. Black metal for the 
thinking man or woman? Indeed. 

DETENTE 

History I 

Although obscure (even in its day). Detente is still a band 
that I have returned to repeatedly over the years. Their 
only LP "Recognize No Authority" was released in 1986 and 
is a dagger sharp collection of speed metal with vocals 
that sound like Wendy 0. Williams when she used her high 
range. In those days having a female vocalist fronting a 
speed/thrash metal band was pretty unique but ultimately 
probably hurt the band as much as helped them. "History 
l" is a collection of demos from Detente both pre and post 
"Recognize No Authority". The production and songwriting 
is far more solid than you might expect from demos and 
for fans of the band, or speed metal in general, this is an 
interesting disc. It certainly doesn't stand as an equal to 
the band's album, but it does make (as the title implies) 
good history. And history and comparisons aside, the 
album shreds and offers a glimpse into a speed metal vibe 
that few of the new wave of thrash bands have latched 
onto. Apparently the band has reformed with the legend- 
ary Ann Boleyn (from Hellion) on vocals, let's hope this 
line-up heads into the studio.

BOTHERS 

NoWay Out 

Bothers hails from Italy and is another band riding the new 
wave of thrash metal that is going to get noticed. Their 
blistering and heavy thrash rips and tears with the best 
of them.

UNTIMELY DEMISE 

Full Speed Metal 

Just in case you are confused as to the Untimely Demise's 
approach on this four-track debut EP, read the title again. 

Yes, Virginia, there is truth in advertising. This is nothing 
more and nothing less (certainly nothing less) than full 
speed metal. It thrashes with relentless abandon. The 
vocals are of the glass-gargling variety and will appeal to 
anyone who likes their singer to sound like they are being 
electrocuted. Some bands try and do "something new." 

Some bands just embrace what they like and try to do it 
with no reservations or equivocations. Untimely Demise 
is definitely one of the later. You haven't had to read vary 
many of my reviews to know I absolutely love stuff like 
this. If you are the nail and regular heavy metal is the 
hammer... Untimely Demise is the pile driver. 

WOLVES IN THE THRONE 
ROOM 

Black Cascade 

The latest from Wolves in the Throne Room is a four-track, 
fifty-minute opus that combines both traditionally harsh 
black metal shrillness with complex, and understated, 
melodies that are not quite atmospheric but stilt lend 
themselves to creating amazing atmosphere. Apparently 
this band is known for its heralding of Mother Earth and 
environmentalism far more than Satanism or other more 
traditional black metal topics. It is really quite interesting 
to delve into these ideas from a black metal perspective. 

For example; we call her "Mother" (mother earth/mother 
nature) but she isn't there to nurture us. We can live 
off her and she can sustain us, but her soul is not of us be- 
cause she can thrive without us. We need her, she doesn't 
need us. Does that make her cold? Distant? Uncaring? 
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Now those three adjectives sound like black metal, do they 
not? Good stuff! 

PRIMAL FEAR 

16.6 (Before the Devil Knows Your Dead) 

Primal Fear gives us another dose of its unique combina- 
tion of speed metal, traditional metal, and power metal. 
Heavily melodic and complex, the major appeal of the 
album lies in the interesting counterpoise of accessibility 
and heaviness. This is an album for metal purists only. It 
is also an album that illustrates why power metal does not 
have to sound like a bunch of wankers who spent too much 
time at the opera. 

PATHOSRAY 

Sunless Skies 

Every time I listen to this album I find myself wanting to 
listen to mid-career Fates Warning ("Perfect Symmetry" 
and "Parallels" era), so I guess that is who I will compare 
them to. The music is progressive and richly melodic, 
with surprisingly effective hooks that leave you not sure 
whether to bang your head or raise your voice and sing 
along.

BLASTS FROM THE PAST!! 


BLOOD FARMERS - s/t " 7 

5 tracks / Gravelvoice Records / 1985 / 500 made 
If we're babbling about mid '80's American hardcore, 
chances are not bad to overlook the mighty BLOOD FARM- 
ERS, but that would be a shame since their one and only EP 
is a nuclear weapon of a punk record. The BLOOD FARMERS 
delivered potent, utterly varied mid paced (mostly) to 
high-speed (not so often) hardcore with splendid vocals, 
and beside of this, unlike many units of this epoch, they 
also threw in a ton of excellent hooks, so in the end you 
can call them somehow individual. All in all, this 7" is the 
opposite of a typical punk EP from an era long forgotten 
because this horde played in their own league. I've no 
clue to which I can compare them with, so just believe me 
that they were and still are the shit. To what I know, these 
seven inches of pure genius weren't re-released or boot- 
legged and that's a shame since thousands of relatively 
useless 20+ years old records are available for cheap 
again while it seems that magnificent stuff like this will be 
ignored for forever (read: If you want to obtain a copy of 
this jewel, you've to buy the original, which means you've 
to pay big bucks!). More often than not, I'm wondering 
how something this cool could completely drown within the 
sea of oblivion... 

BRAILLE PARTY - "Welcome to Maryland" 

LP 

21 tracks / Fountain Of Youth Records / 1984 
First of all, the cover looks like dogshit (sorry, I cannot 
scan LP sleeves...) as this colored as fuck envelope 
seems to include a techno record. . . Well, of course 
BRAILLE PARTY weren't fond of techno at all because if 
they were, I wouldn't talk about them within this zine. . . 
Clever, eh?! Well, generally BRAILLE PARTY set free very 
(!!) melodic, slow to mid tempo punk with wholly harmoni- 
ous singing parts. Yep, this isn't something you want 
to read within "Short, Fast & Loud!", but if I tell ya that 
BRAILLE PARTY also present a handful of real thrashers, 
you don't want to nail me onto a cross, do you? All things 
considered, this LP is the (!!) perfect mix of sweet poppy 
punk (a style I usually abhoO plus fast hardcore and since 
there's always enough energy, I'm constantly grinning from 
ear to ear. Beside of this. I'm a human being, therefore 
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I'm not able to listen to blurry noise every day . . . I don't 
care what you think about me and my taste in music, but 
if you're just a little bit open-minded, this incredible LP 
should rock your boat too. 

JERRY’S KIDS - "Is this my world?" LP 

12 tracks / XClaim Records / 1983 
The last record on the gigantic XClaim Records label 
is - hands down - one of the five best American hardcore 
records ever, period! I suppose all (!!) of you own this 
unforgettable tour de force in one form or another, so 
I'll keep things short and to the point: If you're keen on 
lightning fast, totally out of control and hard-hitting Boston 
hardcore with ultra outraged vox, you cannot listen to a 
better piece of wax. Man, songs such as "Tear it up", "Cru- 
cify me" and/or "Build me a bomb" are nothing but fucking 
anthems!! Unfortunately everything JERRY'S KIDS did later 
is not able to match with the sheer insanity of this LP, so 
let's just talk about "Is this my world?"!! This mandatory 
fucker was re-released a couple of times like for instance 
on Funhouse Records in '87, on Taang! Records in '91 and 
on a European label (forgot the name) a few years ago, 
hence if you don't have an original copy of this magnum 
opus right now, chances are more than good to snitch up 
a repress for a reasonable price. Even it may be dumb, I 
personally have three pressings of this nugget (XClaim, 
Funhpuse and Taang!), so you can rely on the fact that "Is 
this my world?" will break your back straight away!! 




NEON CHRIST- s/r 7" 

10 tracks / Social Crisis Records / 1984 / 500 made 
This 7", which is otherwise known as the "Parental sup- 
pression" 7", is crammed with a blindingly fast, hectic to 
the max thrashing rage the way it was meant to be played: 
Thoroughly ferocious, frantic hardcore with a superb mani- 
ac behind the microphone. If you enjoy wild, yet a bit hook 
laden thrash akin to DEEP WOUND, STARK RAVING MAD or 
a quicker version of NECROS, the quartet will be right up 
your alley. This ogre of an EP (the original includes a lyric 
sheet), was bootlegged twice: 1.) on Revoltation Records 
in '90 and 2.) on Reagan Era Hardcore Records in '01. 

Next to this, eight songs of this fucker were "re-released" 
with a different cover plus in another running order on a 
double 7" on F-king Records in 1990. 1 don't have the trace 
of an idea why the first two songs ("We mean business" 
and "Yoof") from the second side of the real McCoy are 
missing, but at least the second platter of this 2x 7" 
contains NEON CHRIST'S contribution, "Ashes to ashes", to 
the "P.e.a.c.e" comp. 2x LP (R. Radical Records / 1984 / 
sorry, I neither have the time nor the nerve to type down 
fifty-three bands. . .) on top of three otherwise unknown 
bombs ("The knife that cuts so deep", "Blind patriot", "The 
death they'll give you") from '84. The quality of the extra 
stuff is so extraordinarily marvelous that it's a shame that 
these ditties aren't on the original 7" as there would've 
been enough space... In summation, NEON CHRIST are 
still one of my favorite crowds of all time!! 


SUBURBAN MUTILATION - The 

opera ain't over til the fat lady sings!" LP 

17 tracks / A Reamed Pork Production! 

Records / 1984 

Pretty mysterious on this side of the ocean (= Europe) or 
at least over here in Germany, SUBURBAN MUTILATION 
busted out a nice amount of spastic, uncomplicated teen 
thrash at a galloping pace. According to the back sleeve, 

I guess these guys weren't older than, say, sixteen or so, 
but due to their hoarse, snot-nosed shouter, every now and 
then they remind me of the mighty MEATMEN ("Blood sau- 
sage" and "Crippled children suck ep" 7"ers era), which, 
obviously, is a huge plus within my book. No complaints 
about this work of art, this is just heroic, furious over 
and above ruthless hardcore that will leave your parents 
speechless. It's just too bad that this highlight (a lyric 
sheet is included) in early '80's thrash wasn't repressed or 
bootlegged, but perhaps your friend's mum or dad will tape 
it for ya. Buy her/him a beer if s/he'll do! 



MAIMED FOR LIFE - s in" 

6 tracks /V.l. Records/ 1985 

If there or thereabouts rough as fuck, blazing, ripping plus 
kind of hostile, metal influenced crossover thrash is your 
cup of brew, look no further, cuz MAIMED FOR LIFE'S same 
titled 7" was made just for you. Think of "Animosity" era 
CORROSION OF CONFORMITY mixed up with some elements 
of D.R.I.'s "Crossover" LP and you've got the picture. 

These six cuts are certainty some crushing, unapologetic 
crossover that contains an unfriendly shouter. "Aggression" 
is the key word here, so fans of the aforementioned troops 
as well as of the CRUMBSUCKERS, LUDICHRIST, LOSS FOR 
WORDS and/or ATTITUDE undoubtedly will be satisfied! This 
fucker alas never got the re-release or bootleg treatment, 
but in some way I guess it shouldn't be that hard to find, 
because according to the sort of poor cover probably it 
waits for you within the "bargain bin" within your local 
record store - dunno. . . Oh yes, before I'll forget, here's 
the usual collector's scum alert: There also exists a limited 
colored edition, which I don't own - shit! But fuck it, the 
music is the same and the music fucken' rulezzz!! 


SUBCULTURE - "I heard a scream" LP 

16 tracks / No Core Records and Fartblossom 
Records split release / 1985 

What we've here is a LP worth of generally hasty, always 
forcible and angry, kind of typical mid '80's hardcore/ 
thrash. This stands for that SUBCULTURE were armed with 
everything an effective thrash outfit should offer and that's 
nothing less than quick drums, severe guitars, pounding 
bass lines, a pissed off singer and, last but not least, 
great songs. Aficionados of CORROSION OF CONFORMITY s 
first LP ("Eye for an eye") will shit their paints within 
seconds, I promise! I'm honest, thus I've to declare that 
I didn't listen to this monster in ages, but sometimes it's 
good to have the opportunity to do so just because of 
this fucking column. . . Oh well. . . The only letdown is the 
track "Long ago", which sounds like a bad NIRVANA cover 
version - you can be sure to 100% that I personally could 
live without this sucker. To come back to the main point: "I 
heard a scream", which wasn't re-released or bootlegged 
and was made public on black as well as on clear green 
vinyl (I've the latter, yeah!) and came with a huge lyric 
poster, definitely stood the test of time, therefore I cannot 
recommend this plate enough. 


WHITE CROSS 

"s/t" 7" 

8 tracks / Zero Degree Records / 1982 
"What's going on?" LP 

12 tracks / Zero Degree Records / 1983 
If you're down to check out melodic, intricate college rock 
while celebrating a candle light dinner with your girl-/ 
boyfriend, you're definitely wrong to throw WHITE CROSS 
onto the turntable because neither your partner nor you 
will be able to eat this fast. That being said, on their same 
titled 7", WHITE CROSS are on fire with rapid fire, overpow- 
ering in addition to just straightforward, highly aggressive 
hardcore that grabs you by the throat immediately. WHITE 
CROSS' 7" is a masterpiece for sure, but it certainly didn't 
(and still doesn't) have the ultimate potential like, say, 
MDC's timeless "Millions of dead cops" LP. On the other 
side, which record has and as a result, it would be unfair to 
put WHITE CROSS side by side to these legends. However, 
the eight cuts of this EP are over within a blink of an eye, 
which means, this is precisely the way our so beloved 
soundscapes should be played: "Short, fast and loud . 

What a breathtaking platter!! One year later, the "What's 
going on?" LP saw the light of day, but unfortunately it 
cannot match with the utmost strength of the 7". In no 
doubt, the LP features mostly great, speedy, belligerent 
material, but the songs are much longer and not ssooo 
vicious, consequently, and I don't accept any other opinion, 
the 7" is way superior. Don't get me wrong, this LP is much 
better than most of the shit that comes out today, the only 
"problem" is that WHITE CROSS set their standards with a 
nearly unbeatable EP. If you, my dear readers, are willing 
to investigate early '80 s Amicore, WHITE CROSS would be 
an excellent start. 
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WHITE TRASH -"Wake up! trr 

5 tracks / Local Anesthetic Records / 1983 / 

500 made 

On their first and simultaneously last effort WHITE TRASH 
played a healthy dose of quick, raw and ultimately sloppy 
hardcore with totally pissed off vocals. Like I said within 
the introduction of this column, this is exactly the kind of 
music I grew up with, so stuff like this will always have a 
special place in my heart. The production may be a little 
bit too muddy to justify the band's talent, but fuck it, are 
we listening to punk or to some goddamned top*40 shit?! 
Next to this, always remember that this 7" was released in 
an era most of you probably weren't even born. Yep, we're 
speaking about pure, right into the face punk and not about 
this overproduced, digital indie crap that is sold as hard- 
core these days. This really entertaining EP includes a lyric 
sheet and was put out by the label that brought us other 
fantastic platters like for instance both THE FRANTIX 7"ers 
("Face reality" ['82] and "My dad's a fuckin' alcoholic" 
['83]). "Wake up!" wasn't re-issued and at the moment, 

I'm not sure if it was bootlegged, so try to hunt down the 
original on the cheapest mailorder around - eBay. . . 



YDI - "A place in the sun" 7" 

9 tracks / Blood Bubble Records / 1983 
I absolutely have no clue what YDI stands for, but I don't 
care because this EP is a hell of a manic piece of vinyl 
as YDI dished up nothing but entirely hasty, powerful and 
simply brutal hardcore in the vein of such classics like for 
example THE FIX. I'm not joking, these songs could easily 
be outtakes from THE FIX' "Jan's room"?" session and 
this is a compliment I'm coming up with not very often. 
Whatever, YDI's singer must be mentioned especially - this 
guy had such a fierce voice that the hair of my neighbor 
fell out when I listened to this milestone at maximum 
volume. Okay, the guy next my door didn't had (long) hair 


anyway, so fucking what. Ugh, back to business: In '85, YDI 
also released the "Black dust" LP (11 tracks / Blood Bubble 
Records), but this longplayer is just full of very, very, very 
boring heavy metal (compared to this piece of shit, SS 
DECONTROL'S "How we rock" LP is awesome. . .), therefore 
I traded this bastard vs. SAIRAAT MIELET's "Tippa tappaa" 
7"- best deal ever! To come to an end: The "A place in 
the sun" 7" (lyrics are included), which wasn't repressed 
(something in the depth of my brain tells me that there 
exists a Reagan Era Hardcore Records bootleg - 1 could be 
wrong), is a gem. Nothing more to add!! 

YYY - Sin LP 

7 tracks / Fringe Records / 1983 
I've to admit that I shamelessly lied within the prologue 
of this article as YYY, which is the abbreviation for YOUTH 
YOUTH YOUTH, are from Canaduh (or as we Germans say, 
from "Keiner-Da")... Nonetheless, YYY unquestionably de- 
serve some room within this mag as their "Sin" LP is easily 
one of the best hardcore/punk records ever! Of course, 
such estimations always lie within the ear of the customer, 
but if you ever listened to "Sin" and wasn't astonished. 

I'll escort you straight out of this fragile "scene"!! YYY 
offered mid tempo to quicker, enormously forceful, yet 
unbelievably memorable hardcore and on top of this, with 
Brian Tailor, they had a brilliant vocalist within their line- 
up. Man, Brian's flawless expression is equal parts snotty, 
melodic, heartfelt and only god knows what else. Hhmmm, 
maybe just Bones from 76% UNCERTAIN, Greg Graffin from 
BAD RELIGION or Jello Biafra from the DEAD KENNEDYS are 
able to beat this outstanding soloist. Whoa, every time I'm 
spinning this album, YYY's songster alone let cold showers 
of sweat run down my spine and believe me. I'm paying 


attention to this puppy a hell of a fucking lot! All seven 
tracks are rocking like there's no tomorrow, but I've to 
point out that "Fire in the rain" is a friggin' anthem! Fuckin' 
ace! In '89, "Sin" was re-released as the "Repackaged" LP 
on Fringe Records along with two demos from '82 as well 
as from '83 (sixteen tracks in all), but sadly this LP never 
came across my way. Fuuhhuuck! If you've a spare copy, by 
all means, get in touch and maybe we can work something 
out - thanks in advance!!
